NAL ON THE SOUTIH CAROLINA CASE.

That one story is good until anoth-
er is told, and not much longer, is il-
lustrated to some extent in the matter
of the South Cavolina election. Upon
a very flimsy foundation of. fact, ercct-
ed by partizan correspondents, Mr.
Blaine built up his wholesale charges
of the disfranchisement of the negroes
by fraud and the condequent capture
of two or three Congressional Dis-
tricts by the South Carolina Demo-
crats. . The whole thing had a shaky
appearance, by reason of the discred-
itable character of the few witnesses
whose names were given by the cor-
respondents sent down South ‘‘to
write up” the outrages for partizan
journals. 'We lave wondered that so
little has been elicited Trom the other
side—the accused party—in refer-
erence lo matters of such grave im-
port.. Through the enterprise of the
New York Herald this defaylt exists
no longer. - That journal printed re-
cently four columns of reports from
Democratic sources, cu\'crinﬂ' ‘the
whole ground'pretty fully if not in due
detail. That these, too, are partizan
pictures of the election goes without
saying, but they have the merit of
being accompacied by . responsible
names, and they are worth notice as a
part of ithe record of the Demoeratic
case’now under consideration by the
Teller committee. :

The alleged Charleston frauds are
considered by Mr. O’Connor, the
Democratic Representative elect from
that District. He makes very clear
that, so far from abridging the rights
of the negro voler by their rearange-

Iums-
over, under the new regime, while
equality and e¢conomy went hand in
hand, education shed its beneficent
influence over the State as never be-
fore. The average yearly school at-
tendance under Republican adminis-
tration for seven years was 87,429
white and 46,481 colored ; under two
years of Democratic administration
it was 50,281 white and 59,030 color-
ed, and the Democrats have heen
paying off a debt of $£185,000 to
teachers, incurred by Republican per-
version of school funds.

Such facts as these could be re-
hearsed by the column and no better
reasons for a change of parly allegi-
ance could be asked. It is no won-
der that the negro turned upon the
party that had betrayed his touching
confidence. The ouly wonder is that
the Demaocrats found.it. necessary to
commit asinglé fraud or to incur the
slightest suspicion of fraudin order to
swell the myjority in fuvor of an ad-
ministration like Wade Hampton's
after cu-h!. years of Scott, Moses and
Chamberlain.— Philadelphia Times.

A Bad :Example i’ollowad.‘

Without known precedent, and cer-
tainly contrary to both the letter and
the spirit of the organic law, the Gov-
ernor of Massachusetts, IHon. Elex-
ander Hamilton Rice, dropped his
ministerial charactet and . took the
responsibility of inquiring into the
molives  of Governor Iampton, of
South Caroling, in utlering a requisi-
tion for one Kimpton, a Ingitive from
justice. This judicial inquiry was
the first false step, and it had 16 be
followed by others, of course. 'T'he
motives were found to be political,
and the requisition was dishonored,
an act as disgraceful as it was illegal.
In ‘spirit it sought 'to establish a
State ¥ight that' Alexdnder Ianiily
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From Rainey’s district, from which
Richardson was returned elected, the
reports are more conclusive nnd sat-
isfactory. The Republican Circuit
Judge in a very dispassionate letter
concedes the fuir defent of the candi-
datle of his party, gives good reasons
why he and many other Republicans
worked aud voted against him, and
bears testimony to the lact that there
was an_honest election, a fair count
and no violence. This witness lives
in Marlboro County, but evidence to
the same effect is published from the
Circuit Judge resident in Sumter (the
only county in which violence is said
to have occurred,) and from Iorry,
Georgetown and Marion. It seems
that Rainey did not even make a can-
vass of these counties, failed to send
tickets to others, and it was generally
underptood among the colored people
that be had taken bis family.to Con-
necticut and expected to make that
State his future howe,

From Smalls’ district no report is
made. Perhaps one is yet to come,
for further explanation of the large
Democratic majority 1s nemled not-
withstanding Lhe notorious bad char-
acter of the Republican candidates,

The true character of this defence
is  searcely given with sufll¢ient
clearnecss in this summary.

mattox until now the negro was
never so protected from violence as

Nor did the bad
exnmple rest here, for recently Gov-
ernor ilartranft sent requisitions to
the Chief Magistrate of a Western
State for some persons charged with
high erimes and misdemeanors who
had fled from the jurisdiction of
Pennsylvania, and they are yet unno-
ticed or unanswered, becuuse General
Cullom, the Governor of Illinois,
“questions the motives” of Governor
Hartednft, and will first inquire into
the ‘cases of the alledged eriminals
befure he delivers them up to the
watching and waiting “minions of the
law from Vennsylvania.” And there
is no telling where this dangerous
practice will stop unless same one
brings the cis2 before the Supreme
Court of the United States for final
settlement.—Philadelphiz Enqguirer.

A Romantic Murder Case.

The Supreme Court of the United
Statesis engaged in hearving the case
of Pryor N. Coleman, of Tennessee,
which is one of the most remarkablz
on record.

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Fori‘cltﬂd Lands.

The Act recently passed by the
General Assembly, in relation to
lands forfeited (o the State for non
payment of taxes, is one containing

allowed their lands to become
forfeited and who have not yet re-
decmed them,

It is more Lhan likely that the
opportunity allowed, under the act
alluded to, will be the last chance
defaulters will have to redeem, and
those interested will do well to care-
fully consider the terms of said Act,

The sccond section postpones all
sales of forfeited lands which have
not yet been made until the first
Monday in September, 1879, and
allows the privilege of redemption to
run until that time, in which period
all delaulters are permitted to pay
only one half of the simple tax of
1876, 1877 and 1878, without any
costs or penalties, and on their doing
50 their lnnds are restored to them.

The third section of the Act pro-
vides that defanlters may redeem
their lunds until the 31st day of Oe.
tober, 1879, by the same terms, pro-
vided however ouly, in case they
have not been sold between that pe-
riod and the first Monday in Septem-

er previons.

It would not be well for any, there-
fore, to risk further deluy in redeem-
ing them the last of August, ns a sale
after that time might be ordered and
the lands sold to some persons who
would not be as liberalto the default-
ers s the State.

Wasmineron, December 26.—A
bill is in process of preparation hav.
iug for its objeet minority representa-
tion in Congress, and will probably
be intraduced in the House soon after
the reassemblage of Congress. It
proposes to have the Legislature of
cach State, after the apportionment
ol the next census, Lo redistrict the
Stale, that the minority may be enti-
tled to 1epresentation. The plan
proposed is an ingenious one, s if
in force at the last election would
have secured from the South over
thirty Republican members, twenty
of whom would have been colored
wen, while, on the other hand, the
Democrats would have aained a cor-
responding number it ke North,
By this plan, it carried out at the
the next eleclion, the Democerats will
have a smull majority, but all parts
of the country slike will be represent-
ed by Republicans as well as Demo-
crats. The plan is to so divide each
State into districts that vhe districts
may, us far as possible, be settled o
clect cither three or five members
each, ihus permitting the majority of
volers Lo elect two out of three or
three out of five. In casc the dis-
trict is eutitled Lo three representa-
tives cach, the clectors ean vote for
two candidates sand no more. In
case the distiict is entitled to live
representatives each, the electors can
vole for three candidates, and no
more.  Where the State is entitled
to Lwo representatives only, as in the
case of Florida and Rhode Island, it
is Lo be divided into two districts,
each electing one member, as at | res-
enl, asin this case a majority and
wiuority representation would be im-
possible.
